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Report of Town Council 


Several new projects and policies highlighted the activities of Orono 
town government in 1981. Traffic signals were installed in the 
downtown area to help relieve traffic congestion and improve road 
safety. A sewer system evaluation survey was completed and will serve 
as a valuable guide for future projects. Redesign and major improve- 
ments at the Marden Park ball field were accomplished with a large 
assist from the Maine National Guard to whom the town is most 
grateful. Construction was completed on Bennoch Road of a new 
facility to serve as the headquarters for the Orono Volunteer Rescue 
Squad. A comprehensive community development project was initiated 
in the region bordered by Pine Street, Pleasant Street and Broadway 
under the terms of a three hundred thousand dollar grant awarded by 
the Department of Housing and Urban Development. 

The Council adopted a Codification of Town Ordinances compiled 
by the Town Manager to provide easy reference for government officials 
and citizens alike. An updated Comprehensive Plan prepared under the 
supervision of the Planning Board was accepted by the Council to be 
acted upon early in 1982. Approval was received from the State 
Legislature to alter the election law in order to provide flexibility 
concerning voting places within a ward. This flexibility will permit the 
Council to deal more effectively with the long waiting lines that have 
characterized certain elections in Ward 1. The municipal fiscal year 
was changed to coincide with the school fiscal year for the purpose of 
bringing greater clarity and efficiency to the budgetary process. 

The Council adopted several measures designed to provide greater 
economy in government operations and to maintain the tax rate at a 
reasonable level, without at the same time impeding the delivery of 
essential and desirable services. Among these measures were 
modifications in the schedules and fares of the bus service, attachment 
of a workfare amendment to the General Assistance Ordinance, 
adoption of a moderate recreation fee schedule, and putting to bid 
Town insurance needs with a resultant savings of fifteen thousand 
dollars. 

A resolution was adopted by the Town Council honoring Mr. Pat 
Farnsworth on the occasion of celebrating his fiftieth year in Orono as 
the proprietor of Pat’s Cafe. Several new businesses were welcomed to 
the community. Among these were the Time Out Restaurant, the Shirt 
Works, the Leather Shop, the Wedding Shop and the Nite Owl. The 
Council continues to work with the Town Manager to explore appro- 
priate means to attract additional business, commercial and light 
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industrial establishments for the dual purpose of increasing the tax 
base and enhancing the variety and quality of community-based 
economic enterprises. 

The members of the Town Council wish to express their sincere 
appreciation to all Town employees and all members of Town 
committees, commissions and boards who contributed extensively in 
the way of concerned, diligent and expert service for the entire Orono 
citizenry.

To the Orono Town Council and the Citizens of Orono: 


The year 1981 has been very exciting in Orono. With the arrival of 
Spring, came the good news that our community had been selected as a 
recipient of a $303,000 Community Development Block Grant. These 
funds will be used to upgrade streets and sidewalks and rehabilitate 
homes in the designated section of town. 

The program of conserving fuel oil, ““Energy Watch,’ completed its 
first full year. In terms of success, a savings of 3100 gallons of fuel oil, 
or approximately $3700, was realized during the year. Police vehicles 
realized a savings of 800 gallons of gasoline during the year. A portion 
of that savings was a result of the police officers’ recognition of ways to 
reduce consumption. 

Personnel changes during the year included the resignation of Gary 
Geraway, Treatment Plant Operator, and Harry Hinrichsen, Town 
Engineer. Each of these men contributed a great deal to the improved 
efficiency of their departments. As a testimonial to the excellent caliber 
of town employees, each replacement was promoted from within the 
department. 

Volunteerism flourished in Orono during 1981. The Rescue Squad, 
Beautification Committee, Conservation Commission, and other 
groups continued their_efforts to improve the quality of life in our 
community. Special recognition should be given to the Woman’s Club 
and the American Society of Civil Engineers for their work in restoring 
the Anderson Community Center. 

The traffic flow problem in the downtown area was improved during 
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the summer of 1981. This project was completed with federal and state 
funds along with minor financial involvement from the town. Many 
positive comments have been received concerning the new traffic 
pattern. An additional benefit of the installation of traffic lights is that 
a police officer is no longer needed to direct traffic at this intersection. 
This has increased patrol efficiency and response time. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the loyal town employees who 
have completed another productive year. Also, my appreciation to the 
Town Council and to the citizens of this community who have 
supported the staff’s efforts during the past year.

The sales ratio studies conducted by the Bureau of Taxation on 
December 10, 1981 indicated that the assessment ratio was at 100% 
and the quality rating at 8. This is acceptable and well within the state 
guidelines for assessment administration. The guidelines require an 
assessment ratio of at least 70% and a quality rating not higher than 20. — 

In 1982, boats must be assessed as required by the statutes, which 
were reinforced by the 110th Legislature. It required the Bureau of 
Taxation to prescribe a formula to be used as guidelines for valuation 
of boats which exceed 12 feet and are not more than 65 feet long. 

As of April 1, 1982, all veterans who were entitled to an exemption of 
property valuation prior to 1981 will again be eligible.

1981 was an active year for the Planning Board. 

In September and October, the Board conducted a total of 5 hours of 
public hearings in considering the application of Burger King for 
special exception approval at its site on Stillwater Avenue. After 
considering all questions and objections raised by the neighbors and 
applying the standards of the Town’s Zoning Ordinance, a majority of 
the Board voted to approve the development. The facilities have since 
been constructed and opened for business. 

Another major project for the Board was the completion of a new 
Comprehensive Plan for the town. With the able assistance of Kay 
Carter, a planning consultant with the Penobscot Valley Regional 
Planning Commission, the Board completed its work on the Plan and 
referred it to the Town Council for adoption. Members of the Board 
attended a public hearing before the Town Council, and after further 
debate, the Plan was adopted as presented. 

The other area of activity was the approval of home occupation 
permits under the Town’s newly-adopted home occupation provisions 
in the municipal Zoning Ordinance. Although there undoubtedly will 
have to be some adjustments made in the standards provided under the 
Ordinance, the process was found to work quite well and provides the 
town with a better mechanism for properly regulating such uses.

The Orono Community Development Program was funded during 
1981-1982 in the amount of $303,000 from the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (H.U.D.). These federal funds are 
being utilized on Mill, Water, Pleasant, Summer, Middle, Beech, 
James, School, Pine, Elm, Spruce, Cedar and Broadway Streets. 

The goal of The Community Development Program is to revitalize 
this neighborhood by upgrading properties, improving the quality of 
the housing stock, eliminating code violations and deficiencies, 
providing technical and financial assistance for the purpose of 
rehabilitating homes, providing energy conservation measures, and 
stimulating private investment within this neighborhood. 

In addition these federal monies along with $50,000 budgeted from 
the Town of Orono’s Capital Improvement Fund will be used to 
upgrade streets, sidewalks, sewers and storm drain systems during the 
Spring-Summer of 1982. A public meeting will be held which will detail 
the construction activities and take suggestions from neighborhood 
residents in regard to the proposed street and sidewalk improvements. 

The Housing Rehabilitation portion of the Community Development 
Program is available to all neighborhood residents, for a no cost energy 
audit and for determination of eligibility to participate in the Home 
Rehabilitation Grant Program. Grants are contingent upon family 
income vs family size. The Community Development Department 
welcomes the opportunity to speak with you regarding your home and 
how we may work together to rehabilitate it. 
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The Orono Community Development Department wishes to thank 
those homeowners who have allowed us to visit them in their homes and 
to work with them in upgrading their properties. Many of you have 
made us feel like part of your family. Any homeowner who feels that we 
could work with them in saving home energy use, or for general home 
rehabilitation, please contact the Orono Community Development 
Department.

Report of Police Department

In 1981 the Department’s index crime rate grew at the smallest 
percentage that it has for a number of years; however, calls for service 
and the number of complaints that were filed maintained a steady 
trend upward. The addition of a regional computer network to the 
Department has been an extremely helpful management tool as to what 
the problems, the locations, and the trends are in complaints and 
criminal activities, not only within the community but also within the 
area’s surrounding communities. 

This past year we experienced a dramatic increase in the amount of 
property stolen either through breaks in the home or larceny from 
business/residence and autos for a total of more than $56,000.00. 
While a substantial amount of what is stolen is recovered yearly, the 
figures still remain high. We hope by promoting better crime pre- 
vention techniques, that we can reduce the amount of property stolen 
each year. 

We experienced the departure of a nine year veteran with the 
Department, Detective Sergeant Craig A. Miller, who had been in the 
capacity of Police Detective for the last six years. Sgt. Miller and his 
lovely wife Maryann and their family, returned to his native home in 
Grand Junction, Colorado. With the replacement of Sgt. Méiller’s 
position, that will bring the Police complement up to the standard that 
it has maintained for the last twelve years, that of a total of nine 
officers, including the Chief. 

Training for the department continued throughout the year with 
CPR, firearms training, new laws, and other specialized training as the 
budget would permit. 
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In the many years that the Town of Orono has had an established 
Police Force, and even years prior to that, the force has always been 
supplemented by auxiliary/reserve police officers. The reserve 
policeman gives a needed balance as they are the citizen policemen who 
for maybe several hours a week or month, work as police officers within 
the community. Although the profession of law enforcement and 
society has become increasingly more complex, we have been able to 
maintain a reserve complement that is second to none. 

One of the police reserve officers who has served with the Town for 
some 27 years, is Sgt. James F. Dyer. Sgt. Dyer has had a long and 
continuing career as an auxiliary police officer and a call fireman 
throughout many years of his residence here in Orono. Jim has 
attended many courses concerning the profession of law enforcement 
and was promoted to the rank of Reserve Sergeant in 1975. 

We express our thanks to Sgt. James Dyer and all the men and 
women of the Orono Police Reserves for their service and dedication.

The fire loss was down in 1981 with a total of $33,600 as compared 


with the 1980 loss of $108,000. 
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In 1981, the Fire Prevention Division continued working with the 
citizens of Orono in woodstove safety. A great deal of time has been 
spent in doing HUD inspections. The Orono Fire Department has been 
very active this past year in doing public education work for the TV 
media through the State of Maine in woodstove safety. 

The firefighter training program has continued throughout the year 
in the area of forest fire fighting, breathing apparatus, rope handling, 
and ladder handling. 

The vehicle maintenance program has become more and more 
important as the vehicles are starting to show their age. The operating 
cost for the engines for 1981 average $2.50 per mile. Down time repair 
is getting more frequent.

Report of Public Works Department 


During 1981, Public Works Personnel were involved in regular street 
maintenance activities as well as a number of special projects. During 
the winter months, the crew plows and sands roads and sidewalks, 
hauls snow and plows municipal and school parking lots. When 
necessary, we thaw culverts and clear storm drains. 

In the spring, crews were busy patching potholes and repairing 
washouts and catch basins. This is also the time for the yearly spring 
cleanup campaign. In 1981, Public Works crews repaired pipes that 
had frozen and burst during the winter at the Orono municipal 
swimming pool. 

During the past summer, the Public Works Department undertook a 
sewer project on College Heights which involved laying over 1,100 feet 
of sewer line, installing S sewer manholes, over 500 feet of culvert and 
storm drain and five storm catch basins. The final finish work will be 
done in the spring of 1982. Curbing was installed at the Pine Street 
parking lot and on Crosby Street; curbing was repaired by the Asa 
Adams School and on Beach Street. Dryden Terrace, Penobscot Street, 
Myrtle and Juniper Streets were repaved. One hundred feet of storm 
drain was replaced on Juniper Street to solve a serious erosion problem. 
Work was also done at the Asa Adams School playground and tot lot. 
Brush was cut along Bennoch Road and guardrails were replaced. The 
town crew also swept streets, sidewalks, and parking lots, cleaned and 
repaired catch basins, hauled fill to the dump, cleared plugged sewers 
and installed four hundred feet of sidewalk on College Avenue.

Fennelly was hired on a temporary basis until the first of the year. In 
October, Ron Dube became a permanent Public Works employee after 
working at the cemetery for the past three summers. In November, 
Polly Brody left the Public Works Department to return to her home- 
state of Colorado. Lyndon Sidelinker was hired to replace Polly as a 
Driver/Laborer. On December 11, Harry Hinrichsen who had been 
Town Engineer/Public Works Superintendent since September of 
1978, left to become Public Works Director in Saco, Maine. Richard 
Moore was promoted to the position of Supervisor and Wendell Young 
was promoted to the position of foreman. 

Riverside Cemetery opened in mid-April and the crew was busy 
repairing lots, performing spring burials, and getting ready for 
Memorial Day. During the summer, many stones were repaired and 
part of the old fence was removed along with many stumps. A new 
hedge type fence is planned for 1982. A winter burial regulation was 
adopted stating that there would be no burials after December 20. 

With increasing costs and tighter controls on budgets, some services 
and maintenance operations may become harder to perform. We try to 
respond to emergencies as rapidly as we can and carry on our normal 
operations as efficiently as possible.

Report of Town Garage 


I am pleased to submit this report on Town Garage operations 
during 1981. We have been working very hard during this past year in 
two major areas: energy conservation and maintenance procedures. 
The purpose of the maintenance procedures is to bring the equipment 
into dependable and efficient operating condition and to keep them 
there with a new preventive maintenance program. 

In the area of energy conservation, the following were undertaken 
during 1981. The overhead doors at the garage were repaired for better 
heat efficiency. A skylight was installed for better lighting and three 
more skylights are scheduled to be installed in the summer of 1982. 
Two ceiling fans were installed to circulate the heat. The thermostat is 
maintained at 50° during the day and 45° at night and on holidays and 
weekends. The result of these measures has been a savings in the fuel 
bill at the Town Garage of over $600 for the period between November 
and January of 1981-82 as compared with the same period in 1980-81. 
This represents a savings of over 650 gallons of fuel oil. A final energy 
conservation measure has been the installation of a timer on the hot 
water heater which allows the heater to work only three hours out of 
every 24 hour period. 

Two other improvements took place in the physical appearance of 
the Town Garage during 1981: the Upward Bound participants did an 
excellent job of painting the overhead doors and a parts’ room was built 
for storage of chemicals and general maintenance items. 

A new International plow truck was purchased this year and was 
equipped with new plow equipment and a twelve cubic yard sander. We 
plan to increase the life span of town equipment by an estimated 25% 
under the new maintenance program. The Town Garage will rebuild 
the engine in the Case Backhoe-loader. Other major repairs have been 
done to the Case which will defer the great expense of replacing this 
machine for about three or four years.

I am pleased to submit my seventh annual report to the citizens of 
the Town of Orono. As in the past, the main activities at the plant 
included extracting, drying and hauling processed activated sludge; 
process and effluent laboratory analysis; equipment maintenance; and 
general housekeeping. 

Early this year, the two final clarifiers were rendered inoperative due 
to mechanical failure from years of exposure to harsh winter operating 
conditions. The drive systems were removed, completely rebuilt and 
placed back on line with a minimum of downtime. However, we were 
unable to maintain effective treatment while the equipment was down, 
which caused considerable degradation of the effluent. We are 
presently exploring the possibility of placing covers over these tanks, 
which should ease this problem. 

Due to the death of two treatment plant workers in the state this 
year, reevaluation of safety procedures became imperative. A new 
safety program was developed and implemented, and a vigorous 
training program was initiated to lessen the possibility of a major 
accident occurring at the plant. 

After seven years as operator of the Orono Treatment Plant, I am 
resigning to accept another position, I am pleased to have been 
associated with the personnel and citizens of Orono. Thomas F. 
Bouchard, the assistant operator for four years, will become the plant 
operator and looks forward to serving you in the future.

I am pleased to present my eighth annual report to the citizens of 
Orono for the year ending December 31, 1981. 
Performance Measures 

Total circulation for 1981 was 42,440, an increase of 11.5% over the 
previous year. 1,835 volumes were added to the library collection at an 
average per volume cost of $8.38. The number of new borrowers totaled 
483. The library budget for 1981 accounted for 2.8% of the total 
municipal budget. According to Maine State Library statistics for 1981, 
20 libraries in the state fall within the same population category as 
Orono. Orono is #2 in hours of service and #19 in per capita 
expenditure. 
Special Activities 

The Orono Public Library has been able over the years to provide a 
number of special programs, particularly for children, using the funds 
administered by the Board of Trustees. In this way, children can be 
exposed to various kinds of dramatic and/or artistic activities at no 
additional cost either to them or the taxpayers of Orono. We appreciate 
the efforts of the Board of Trustees in helping to provide such programs 
and in the summer of 1981 we were able to welcome The Young 
People’s Theatre of Brunswick and a troupe of travelling puppeteers 
from Great Britain. In cooperation with the Asa Adams School Library 
and Houghton Mifflin Publishers, the Board of Trustees also funded 
the Annual Visiting Author Program in April. Our guests were Donald 
and Carol Garrick, an artist/author team from Martha’s Vineyard. 
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A Little Help From Our Friends! 

The Board of Trustees provides continuous support for library 
programs and purchases. We would also like to give credit to the other 
individuals and organizations who have helped us in the past year. 
Many have donated funds or books to the library. Often these were 
memorial contributions which provide a lasting tribute to someone who 
used and supported the library during his/her lifetime. 

A reliable and indispensable group of volunteers help out every day 
at the library and without their support we would certainly be unable to 
provide many of our most popular services. 

Outside of Orono, we rely on the Area Reference and Resource 
Center to provide the 422 interlibrary loan requests from our patrons in 
1981. Participation in the Northeastern Maine Library District allows 
us to expand the library collection to include books and magazines 
from almost any library in the country. Library staff and Orono citizens 
visited Augusta in March to help convince the Maine State Legislature 
of the need for increased funding for this regional system. 

The library was the recipient in July of a grant from the Maine 
Occupational Information Coordinating Committee. This grant 
provided citizens of Orono with access to a computerized database of 
career and college information. Not only is this program invaluable to 
those requesting the information, but it also eliminates the necessity of 
purchasing expensive printed material. 

People 

1981 also brought some changes of staff and colleagues. Jane Ann 
Cooper, librarian at Asa Adams School and former trustee of the public 
library, retired in June. Much of the research which lead to a joint 
school/public library in Orono was done by Jane Ann. Priscilla Heney, 
assistant librarian at Asa Adams and Jeanne Gamage, Orono High 
School Librarian, left to assume professional positions in other areas. 
We have been proud of the ‘‘library team’’ in Orono and we will miss 
the presence of these folks as members of it. In September, Jeanne 
Drews became our Children’s Librarian. Jeanne comes to us with eight 
years of teaching experience in New York and a real flair for making 
the Children’s Room exciting and attractive. Linda Best LaRiviere 
carried her love for libraries into the classroom as she left to accept a 
teaching position at Asa Adams. Also in September, Jane Van Arsdale 
joined us as Orono High School Librarian. 

All members of the public library staff have been involved in 
continuing education activities throughout the year. Our profession is 
one which changes constantly and in order to offer the best possible 
service, staff have sharpened their skills in the areas of reference, 
cataloging, materials selection and administration. 
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In-house activities 

Skills old and new come into play ‘‘behind the scenes”’ as well as in 
the public service areas of the library. Keeping our house in order 
requires that each year we focus on different areas of the collection to 
insure currency and organization. 

During 1981, the periodical holdings were inventoried as well as the 
biography and reference sections. The Adult Education Materials 
Catalog was updated. A substantial memorial contribution enabled us 
to develop the collection in the area of American Literature and 
replacement copies were purchased for the picture book collection. 
Goals for 1982 

In the coming year we look forward to renovation of the Children’s 
Room and the addition of new, bright carpeting. In preparation for this 
activity, the children’s collection will be inventoried. Collection 
development will be focused in the areas of science, history and geo- 
graphy/travel. We also look forward to additional meeting and audio- 
visual viewing space as the high school addition nears completion.

To the citizens of Orono: 

I am pleased to submit the following report of the Orono Nursing 
Service. 

Public health nursing is for the whole community. It is a service for 
the sick and well, the rich and poor. It aids the individual as well as the 
family. In Orono the nurse made 2,180 visits. Of these 13 were 
maternity, 932 health promotion and 1,235 disease control. 

Health Awareness Day in April, in cooperation with the Orono 
Health Association was a successful venture. We hope in future years 
that more people will take advantage of free medical screening for 
blood pressure, anemia, diabetes during our awareness day. 

From January to June, I continued my programs in the schools. I did 
blood pressure education in the high school along with using the 
smoking bio-feedback equipment from the TB and Health Center in 
Bangor. Self breast examination movies and models were used for 
educating the junior girls. Dental education and field trips for 2nd and 
Sth grades to two local dentists help to make students aware of the 
importance of good dental care. Fourth, Sth and 6th grades are 
provided with brushes and dental floss which enables the children to 
practice good flossing and brushing techniques in school. Physical 
exams were done in April on those 4th graders who chose to participate 
in our physical exam education program. Not only do the students have 
a good physical but with the aid of specially designed booklets prepared 
by Madeline Clement and myself, the students learn the whys and 
wherefores of a complete physical, i.e., — what the physician looks for 
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in an exam and why — what instruments he uses, and what he learns 
from using them, and what opportunities there are if one chooses to 
pursue medicine as a career. 

In the fall, the citizens of Orono are encouraged to participate in the 
flu clinic offered in the Nurse’s Office. The flu vaccine is given to 
participants at cost. Those people who are unable to get to the office are 
encouraged to call the Nurse’s Office so that she can bring the vaccine 
to them. This is done, of course, with the doctor’s permission. 

Thursday mornings are reserved for blood pressure monitoring in the 
Nurse’s Office. Anyone wanting to have BP readings done is 
encouraged to call or come to the office on Thursday morning. I spent 
one morning at L & A Market for the purpose of screening BP’s and 
showing a film on hypertension. 

The community nurse is no longer a part of the school health 
program since the school now employs its own nurse on a part-time 
basis. This enables the community nurse to spend more time in homes 
and in promoting educational programs in the community. Alcohol and 
drug abuse education hold a high priority at the moment. 

A great deal of time is spent during the holiday season assuring that 
people in the community are provided for in terms of food and gifts. It’s 
always a good time for the children when the Kiwanians and 
Legionnaires get together and provide a party for them at Christmas. 

Although the agency employs only one nurse, she is never alone in 
her efforts to provide care in the community. It is a most willing group 
of people in Orono who provide a willing support system for the nurse. I 
appreciate and thank all the people who help to make my job easier and 
pleasant.

Report of Parks 
and Recreation Department 


RECREATION DIRECTOR 
BRUCE LOCKE 


1981 was another extremely busy year for the Orono Parks and 
Recreation Department. This department sponsored over 100 
recreation activities and programs for citizens of all ages during the 
past year. Some of the highlights of the 1981 program included the Red 
Cross Swim-A-Thon, Ken-L-Ration dog show, Frisbee Golf Tourna- 
ment, Orono Festival Day Road Race, summer outdoor concert 
program, Hershey Track and Field State Meet, Mini-Day activity 
program, Eastern Maine Basketball League, Father and Son baseball 
game and cook-out and the ‘Santa Claus Wants to Talk to Me”’ 
Christmas program. 

In addition, our summer baseball program for youngsters between 
the ages of 6-16 now has 19 teams, with about 300 youngsters 
participating in approximately 135 organized and supervised games 
each year. 

The Orono Youth Hockey Program has (8) teams, including the only 
girls team, in the Penobscot Valley Hockey Conference, currently 
participating in organized and supervised hockey games this season. 

The Nickerson Community Swimming Pool was once again an 
extremely popular summer attraction for many residents of Orono. Our 
daily attendance records show that in addition to 226 youngsters 
receiving American Red Cross Swim Instruction, over 14,000 people 
enjoyed the recreational swimming activities of this beautiful 
community pool. Besides offering swimming lessons and general swims, 
the pool schedule includes competitive swim practice, adult swim, 
handicapped swim, parents with toddlers swim and wading pool 
activities. 
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In 1981, over 2,000 residents actively participated in on-going 
programs offered by this department. In addition, the estimated 
attendance for Mini-Friday activities, elementary open gym activities, 
high school open gym activities, school vacation activities and special 
events exceeded 2,000 participants. 

With over 14,000 participants utilizing the swimming pool facility, 
over 4,000 participants estimated to be involved in other department 
programs and activities, an estimated 13,000 people using the Keith 
Anderson Community House facilities and an estimated 3,000 
participants at the C. M. Parker Senior Citizens Center, this depart- 
ments’ attendance figures for recreational activities in this community 
in 1981 exceeded 34,000. 

This figure of 34,000 participants does not include the numerous 
volunteers who are actively involved in coaching, providing transporta- 
tion, making ice at the rink, etc., or the hundreds of residents who 
derive their recreation from spectating at recreation baseball games, ice 
hockey games, track and field meets, outdoor summer music concerts, 
etc. This figure also does not include the thousands of people who 
utilize our park facilities at Nadeau-Savoy, Webster, and Marden Park 
on a leisure basis. 

In addition to offering the above programs and activities, the Orono 
Parks and Recreation Department is responsible for administering and 
maintaining the following recreation facilities: Nickerson Community 
Swimming Pool, Keith Anderson Community House, C. M. Parker 
Senior Citizens Center, municipal tennis courts, outdoor basketball 
court, outdoor hockey rink, farm league baseball field, Marden Park, 
Sailor Development and the high school ballfields during the summer 
months.

Municipal Recreation facility development in 1981 included the 
community/school outdoor athletic complex at Orono High School, the 
playground and tot lot at the Adams School and the re-development of 
the Little League Field at Marden Park. 

The outdoor recreation/athletic complex at the Orono High School 
will feature improved baseball, softball, football, field hockey, and 
soccer playing fields, a new running track, new ice hockey/ice skating 
rink, an open space park area, and horseshoe pits. The outdoor 
facilities are expected to be ready for use in the spring of 1983. 
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The Orono playground committee was successful in local fund-rais- 
ing activities and the Recreation Department was able to obtain 
matching federal funds so that construction of the playground and tot 
lot at the Asa Adams School could become a reality. The playground 
and tot lot is being developed by the playground committee and other 
community volunteers and is expected to be completed in 1982. 

The re-development of the Little League Field at Marden Park is the 
result of the cooperation and direct assistance of the Town Manager, 
the National Guards, Town Engineer, Orono Public Works Depart- 
ment, local volunteers, and a State Municipal Recreation Fund grant. 
The Little League facility is expected to be ready for use by 
mid-summer of 1982. 

The Orono Parks and Recreation Department has recently estab- 
lished program user fees for many of its programs in order to offset the 
rapidly increasing costs of these programs. In 1981 the Parks and 
Recreation Department collected and deposited in the general fund 
over $11,500.00 in revenues from program fees, building rentals, etc. In 
addition to charging user fees, the Parks and Recreation Department is 
trying to hold-the-line on budget requests by utilizing even more 
volunteer help. Anyone interested in assisting the Parks and Recreation 
Department through volunteer work should contact us at 866-2856. 
Your help is both needed and greatly appreciated. 

On behalf of the Orono Parks and Recreation Department and the 
Town of Orono, I would like to sincerely thank the numerous 
volunteers who give of their time and efforts and the fine citizens of 
Orono for their support in helping us to provide recreational oppor- 
tunities for as many citizens of this community as possible..

Each year our Beautification Committee works during Orono Clean-

In 1981, the Conservation Commission continued its monthly 
newspaper collections with the assistance of Bangor Boy Scouts and the 
Soil Conservation Society at the University of Maine. A new 
‘““permanent”’ sign was erected at the edge of the municipal parking lot 
across from the Post Office as a reminder to citizens that newspapers 
are collected the second Saturday morning of each month. 

In response to a request from Asa Adams School, the Commission 
decided to help the 6th grade Science Camp fund-raising campaign by 
offering to turn over the proceeds from the March 13, 1982 paper drive 
and to match the gross amount raised, in return for help loading the 
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truck and publicizing the program. A poster contest was proposed. 

Some trail maintenance was carried out on Bangor Hydro property 
along the Penobscot River. 

Members of the Conservation Commission assisted the Town with 
the selection and planting of shade trees in an effort to offset the losses 
due to Dutch Elm disease. ) 

Funds were earmarked to go on school property but the planting was 
postponed until the construction of the new addition has been 
completed.

For the first time since the formation of the Orono-Veazie Water 
District, it became necessary to increase the rates. The Bangor Water 
District, which sells water to our District, has twice raised its rates. In 
accordance with the Public Utility Commission’s rules, the proposed 
rate increase was sent to all customers early in the Fall of 1981 and a 
public hearing was held Oct. 9, 1981 at 7:00 p.m. in the Asa Adams 
School. Only three Orono citizens attended besides the Trustees, Supt. 
Cross, Legal Advisor Dana Devoe and Public Accountant Malcolm 
Horton. There was no objection to the 25% increase in rates, 
consequently this increase went into effect immediately. 

Physical improvements have been made to the garage beneath the 
office building on Penobscot St. and to the grounds, enhancing the 
appearance and usefulness of the property. 

A water line was installed to the new addition to the Orono High 
School by the District at actual costs of material and labor. This saved 
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the School Department a considerable amount of money. 

Three obsolete hydrants have been replaced and one old truck has 
been traded for a new one. 

A feasibility study is being made of a heat pump to be installed in the 
office building to reduce the cost of heating. The water used can be 
tapped from the old Chemo Pond line. | 

There is the prospect of having to install larger water lines to satisfy 
new customers in building developments under way. 

There have been very few customer complaints and no major pipe 
line breaks. The water quality continues to be highly satisfactory. 

James Parker of Veazie was reappointed to the Board for a five year 
term.

The Orono Health Association is continuing its service to the health 
needs of the community in this, its thirteenth year. 

Mrs. William (Lu) Oliver, an original volunteer when the association 
was organized and who has served as a volunteer to this time, was 
honored at a dinner given in May, 1981, by the Bangor Lions Club to 
commemorate National Volunteers’ Week. The plaque she received 
was displayed at the annual meeting of the OHA on May 6, 1981. 

On Orono Festival Day, June 2, 1981, a booth was set up to explain 
the purposes of the OHA and to pass out informational material to the 
public. 

The annual blood drive was held on August 25, 1981 and 38 pints of 
blood were collected. 

The Drug and Alcohol Abuse Committee, under the chairmanship of 
Leanne McKinney, has been reorganized. Four high school students 
have been added to the committee. Several workshops have increased 
the potential for the committee to have an impact on the problems in 
our community. A workshop conducted by Bill Manning at Old Town 
High School in March, 1982, was attended by committee members and 
Orono teachers. A peer-group advisory committee is in the planning 
stages. 

The Dental Clinic, whose volunteers are coordinated by Helen Piper, 
provided dental care for 75 children during the past year. The money 
for this vital program is supplied by our very successful Thrift Shop 
which earned about $4500 this past year. 

Our Hospital Equipment Loan Closet has provided wheel chairs, 
commodes, crutches, canes, and other needed equipment for many 
Orono citizens during the year. 

Priscilla Osberg has coordinated volunteers who spend one-half hour 
twice a day with an MS patient. We have also helped to support the 
regional office of MS and provided money to help support an MS van 
which provides transportation to enable MS patients to attend meetings 
of a social and self-help nature. This has been a much-appreciated 
service in Orono. 
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We provided assistance to several families at Christmas, contributed 
to the Meals for ME program to enable it to continue to provide this 
service for Orono residents, provided money for safe play equipment on 
the new Asa Adams School playground, and began a project to 
coordinate local organizations’ Thanksgiving and Christmas aid to 
families. | 

The Trained Family Aide program is continuing its independent 
function with the assistance of the OHA in receiving and transferring 
calls for assistance to its coordinator, Sarah Hasbrouck. Several classes 
have been held during the year to train new aides. 

The third annual Health Awareness Day was held March 30, 1981, at 
the Vestry of the Church of Universal Fellowship. This event brings 
together representatives of many health-related agencies and makes 
information available to Orono residents. The OHA would be happy if 
this activity could be expanded and more Orono residents made aware 
of the facilities available to them. 

The Orono Health Association is grateful to the many volunteers who 
enable our programs to be successful: the drivers for the Meals for ME 
program, the Thrift Shop volunteers, those who staff the Help Center 
office on Monday, Wednesday, and Friday mornings, the MS vol- 
unteers, and the drivers for the Dental Clinic. These and other 
volunteer activities are always happy to enroll new members.

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Report of Orono 
Volunteer Rescue Squad 


This seventh annual report of the Orono Volunteer Rescue Squad 
covers the calendar year 1981. The squad responded to 246 calls in 
1981, down slightly from 281 calls in 1980. The squad examined and/or 
treated 250 patients, 198 of whom were transported to medical 
facilities. We responded to 34 highway accidents involving 43 patients. 
This compares with 37 accidents and 40 patients in 1980. In 1981 we 
treated 53 heart patients, up dramatically from 39 in 1980 and 37 in 
1979. As a percentage of all runs, heart cases totalled 21.5% in 1981 
compared to 13.8% in 1980. The squad responded to four box fire 
alarms at which seven firefighters were treated. In addition the squad 
provided standby protection at eight public events such as parades, 
road races, and the Kiwanis Auction. 

Members of the squad donated approximately 29,150 hours of their 
time to rescue duty in 1981. One value of this can be estimated as 
follows: if a town employee works an average of 2,000 hours of straight 
time per year, and the cost of such employee is $10,000 per year in 
salary and fringe benefits, then the time volunteered represents a value 
to the town of nearly $148,000. This conservative estimate does not 
include time spent in training, maintenance, building maintenance, 
and teaching. 

All squad members participated in various training courses and in- 
hospital critiques during the year. As a result, every squad member is a 
licensed ambulance attendant, every run has an Emergency Medical 
Technician on the crew, and 99% of all runs had an Advanced 
Emergency Medical Technician available. Squad strength averaged 
about 25 persons, with most turnover occurring at the beginning and 
end of the University academic year. 

The facilities provided by our new ambulance station, which we 
occupied in April, 1981, have made it possible to attract recruits from 
Old Town, Bradley, Veazie, and the University of Maine. The station 
provides attractive quarters for those who live outside the central Orono 
area and therefore must spend on-call time at the station. The building 
has also made possible increased in-squad training and improved 
course offerings to other emergency medical personnel in the area as 
well as the general public. Of major benefit to the patients is the fact 
that we no longer must provide treatment with frigid equipment during 
the winter. Thanks are due to the many individuals in the community 
who donated their time and/or treasure to make the new building 
possible. Thanks are also due to the Robert Tredwells who housed the 
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ambulance, free of charge, in their barn for the five years prior to 
construction of the new building. 

Our 1974 Chevrolet ambulance travelled 3,374 miles in 1981, 
bringing its total mileage to 26,411. The unit is beginning to show its 
age, and substantial paint and bodywork were necessary to restore its 
appearance. A long standing major mechanical problem was also 
solved during the year. Routine maintenance was provided by squad 
members. 

A full report of the 1981 activities of the squad has been prepared 
and can be obtained at the Town office. 

I fee] that the squad has never been stronger, and that the citizens of 
Orono and Veazie can expect the Orono Volunteer Rescue Squad to 
provide timely, efficient, compassionate, and professionally skillful 
emergency medical service.

Report of Superintendent of Schools

TO: The Orono School Committee and Citizens of the Town of Orono. 
I am pleased to submit my third annual report on the Orono 
Public Schools. 

After years of delay, ground was finally broken for the addition to the 
Jr.-Sr. High School. The new classroom wing and gymnasium will be 
ready for full occupancy in September, 1982. The completion of the 
athletic fields is progressing towards an August, 1982, acceptance date. 
A decision to use the fields depends upon how well the grass root system 
develops. 

Energy conservation work continued in both our school buildings. A 
report on the effect of this work will be published toward the end of the 
school year. 

Roof repair work also received much attention during the year. As 
part of the new construction, we were able to replace a badly 
deteriorated roof over the north wing of the High School. Although an 
expenditure that is not readily visible, roof maintenance and repair is a 
continuing task on both schools. Continued attention will be given to 
making our school buildings attractive and safe places. Our schools are 
a home away from home for almost a thousand young people for almost 
half the days in the year. We want the buildings to be in the best 
possible condition. 

In its second year, the School Community Leadership Development 
Plan has begun to function more effectively. Community people and 
school staff have met during the year to study issues which have an 
impact on the total K-12 program. Committees will be reporting their 
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findings in 1982. A new program for the Junior High School, a Gifted 
and Talented Program, a new Business Education Course, a new 
American Heritage Program in the Senior High School — all have been 
examined. Other topics are coming to the forefront for study, analysis, 
and recommendation. Orono citizens have taken leadership positions 
in developing plans. This involvement and leadership is essential if the 
schools are to be a real part of the community. The community’s 
speaking out at budget time is a valid exercise of its civic obligations. 
But just as important is its responsibility to add its voice to school 
issues, events, and programs during the remainder of the year. The 
schools need year-round community communication and support. 

The Orono schools continue in their tradition of high expectations 
and high achievement. This is so both because our students are sent 
from their homes to the schools with attitudes that anticipate learning 
and because the teachers, taking their responsibility seriously, respond 
with quality instruction. The casual visitor to our schools notices both a 
measured studious atmosphere and an expression of the exuberant fun 
that is associated with the coming together of young people. 

The struggle surrounding the financing of public education did not 
bypass Orono in 1981. However, the Town officials, working within 
their own responsibilities, provided sufficient local dollars to permit the 
school program to function within community expectations. The times 
called for a much more attentive view of the relationship between 
‘ dollars and services. The school’s vision of quality in teaching and 
learning continued to be sustained in 1981. 

The message of a future frugality is much on our minds. The future 
task is a constant balancing of community expectations as these relate 
to the impact on traditional excellence, the uniqueness of the young 
learners, and fiscal conservation. Good people working together can 
continue to define these qualities into positive realities. 

I continue to be proud to be part of the lives of Orono youth.

TO: Superintendent Joseph Matava and the Orono School Committee. 

I am pleased to submit my second annual report as principal of 
Orono Junior-Senior High School. This has been an exciting year for 
us. The school construction project which began last spring has 
continued throughout the school year. Although this has caused some 
disruption of our regular instructional program, the long term benefits 
far outweigh this inconvenience. Early in 1982 we occupied the first 
floor of the new classroom wing and all building construction should be 
completed shortly. Our teachers and students are excited about these 
new facilities which should have a very positive effect on learning. 
These facilities combined with an outstanding student body, a strong 
teaching staff and a supportive community will help promote a high 
quality secondary education in Orono. 

For four days this November Orono High School hosted an eleven 
member visiting accreditation committee from the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges. This visiting committee carefully 
reviewed all phases of our school program and prepared a 
comprehensive report that identified strengths and weaknesses. This 
document will help us establish goals and priorities for the future. I 
would like to share with you two statements from the visiting committee 
report: 

The visiting committee notes that Orono High School’s outstanding 
strengths are its clearly stated philosophy and objectives, its positive 
school atmosphere which focuses on achievement and participation, its 
involvement of the community in school planning and the quality of its 
faculty and administration. Orono High School’s major weakness is its 
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facility. This problem area is being addressed through a major 
construction and renovation project which is scheduled for completion 
in the fall of 1982. 

Orono High School has an atmosphere which is conducive to an 
effective educational program. Student and staff morale exemplifies a 
school that is unified in spirit. Staff and students are quick to point 
with pride to achievements in academic, athletic, and cultural areas. 
New school construction will ease overcrowded conditions by adding 
new space and upgrading the existing structure. As noted in a recent 
survey students, teachers, and parents feel that the rules and 
~ regulations of the school are fair and reasonable. The administration 
attempts to foster parent and student participation in rule changes and 
decision making. There is mutual respect among students, teachers, 
and administrators. 

Our Junior High program has also received a careful review this year 
from a task force of school and community members. The task force 
will present its recommendation to the school committee this spring. 
The 1982-83 school year should find the junior and senior high in a 
different physical setting and with a school program that has benefited 
from a careful review. d aivocks 

Our student body continues to excel in both our academic and co- 
curricular program. The citizens of Orono, Veazie and Glenburn have 
sent us some fine young people. We will continue to provide them with 
the best education we possibly can.
